George N. Taylor Tells of Trial 


of U. S. Sergeant by 


French Officers

Washington—The hanging of twelve 


American soldiers in France was dc 
scribed Tuesday by George X. Taylor 
of Philadelphia, testifying before the 
scnato committee investigating the 
charges of Senator Tom "Watson that 
American soldiers were hanged with- 
out trial. 


Taylor said he did not know wheth- 


er the men had been tried by court- 
martial. Ho told'the committee he 
could call 2S of his comrades to sub 
Utantiatc his testimony. , 


Taylor gave his age as 27 years but 


looked scarcely out of his 'teens. He 
never ceased to smile. 


Of tho 12 men he said he saw 


hanged. Taylor said two were white 
and ten were negroes. Five of the 
victims, he said, were hanged at 
Camp "Wilson. Is-sur-Tillc. and seven 
were hanged "up on the hill back of 
the hospital." 


The trial, conviction and hanging 


of a. white sergeant of Detroit. Mich., 
by French officers was told in detail 
by Taylor. The name of thc.man was 
withheld at the request of the com- 
mittee. 


Taylor swore that there was "only 


one Americanfliccr" at the sergeant's 
trial. French officers conducted the 
trial, he said. He said that the pris- 
oner was not allowed counsel and de- 
clared that the testimony against him 
was {riven in French.

This, 
it would appear, is carrying the principle 
on a free Ireland to extreme ajid untcti-' 
able ground. 
De Valcra has never ob- 


jected to the inclusion of Ireland in what 
lie prefers to call the British association 
of nations. He must know that no asso- 
ciation of this kind eould'exist withou^;il- 
legiance of some kind. A union of li*k 
nations necessarily implies that there must 
be a central, governing authority so far

Ireland could not expect to enter the 
British empire without recognizing its

It 
happens that the public is deeply engaged 
in personal matters, such as earning a 
livelihood, and its resistance docs not take 
the form of action, but only of resentment.

France may be laying the basis for u 


larger military establishment on land 
than "the conference would subscribe to 
but in her naval strength it should be 
clear to her that she has been dealt with 
fairly and in a .manner commensurate 
with her national needs and defense. 
Fiance could no more afford to oppose 
the program, for reduced •firmament than 
-could Japan. It may be a little hard for 
France to grasp the new era that is dawn- 
ing but she-.will see it in its right light 
in due time.

ind sugar for breakfast every morning must be 
Acknowledged to be harmless for mo.--t adults, and 
n my judgment should be deemed wholesome and 
leneflcial for most adults. This Is true also of one 
>r two cups of tea with meals every day. 


Coffee- and in less degree tea depend upon an al- 


colgld, callM caffiene'in coffee and tehine in tea for 
heir well known stimulating action upon the ncr- 
:ous< system. An alkaloid present in cocoa and cho- 
jolate, known as thoohromine, has a similar action 
ipon the nervous system, tho cocoa and chocolate 
ro the mildest of the three beverages and coffee 
s the most active. 


Oxygen is a powerful stimulant of the nervous 


:.\>:em. and most of us take several 
drinks of 


oxygen every day. 
Nobody has as yyct introduced 


a. substitute for oxygen and therefore no extensive 


ropaganda to discourage the drinking in of oxygen 
las yet been launched, but we should not be sur- 
prised to learn almost any day that oxygen is to 
dame for that tired feeling and the universal clc- 
'ire of civilized mankind to evade all labor and just 
oil about or play. Somebody probably y.lll assure 
is that unless we break this habit of usins so much 
'xygen every day, so many labor saving devices 
vill be perfected shortly that we'll all have to turn 
eformers. 


Children under the ago of 36. are 
invariably 


larmed by coffee and tea, and, in my judgment, by 
cocoa or chocolate if they use the latter habitually. 
t may be. as many better doctors than myself be- 
icvc. that a little.chocolate or cocoa made with a 
arge proportion of milk and cream is compara- 
ively harmless for children over 10 years of age. 
Still, milk is the child's beverage and why trifle 
vith the child's nutrition? There are still, or were 
until recently, a few parents with so little responsi- 
)ility or intelligence as to think that a little beer 
does a child no harm. Just such people, by similar 
reasoning, begin feeding young children weak tea or 
coffee—and wonder why their children are so ner- 
rous, so difficult to manage, so much inclined to 
vet tho bed, so susceptible to St. Vitus' dance, so 
Ikely to develop habit spasms or tics, so -precocious, 
and, alas, sometimes so strangely vicious in moral 
conduct. 


Invalids and valetudinarians should be guided by 
he counsels of their own medical advisers as re- 
gards the use of these beverages. Too many of the 
self'confessed neurotics in this country are adding 
to the bugaboos that haunt their lives, the tea and 
coffee phobia wholly upon the suggestion of some 
ellow who would persuade them to substitute a 
beverage he has to sell.

Hawk, is not a physician), the presence of either tea 
or^coffee in no wise retards the digestion of food in 
the stomach—and Dr. Hawk is rather cold toward 
coffee drinking himself.

duced by tea or coffee sometimes encourages the 
drinker in taking too little real food, deceives him 
with the false" sense of satisfied appetite.

And in coming down physically he 


has gone tip socially and financially. 
That lean, hawk-nosed, socklcss man 
has become a prosperous fellow with- 
a good^car and a bank account. Jlany 
a mountain boy and girl is getting a 
better education ami better food ani!' 
clothes by reason of prohibition. There 
are no moro staunch supporters of.

ready market in those places as soon 
as prohibition went into effect. "Wash- 
ington has also been a" steady user of 
White Mule for a. long time. Xew 
York, it is said, is just beginning to 
acquire a taste for it, but the market 
there is growing, despite^ the competi- 
tion of 
imported 
stuff. '* Moreover, 


white corn whiskey, whilO'a terrible 
thing at its worst, is byl no means 
unpalatable at its best. There is no 
reason why the moonshiner's field of 
activity should not widen, as 
he 


learns how to cater to the better 
trade. 
Perhaps next this infant industry 


will have its -lobby in Washington,

A woman beauty doctor wlio has 


i'tudied the growth of superfluous 
hair for over fifteen years makes 
the'removal of'it her life's work. 
She has perfected a method'that is 
perhaps the best in existence. 


The hair sets in a small sock3t 


known as the papilla. The root of 
the hair merely touches this base, 
hut it is from this Jittle base that 
the strength of the hair is obtained. 
So that, in order to remove the 
effect by getting down to the rock- 
fooUom cause, the woman, beauty 
cultnrist has found this way of 
opening the pores, grasping the root 
and papilla and removing1 them 
both with one movement.

grasped firmly between thumb and 
forefinger and with oae quick .mo- 
tion is removed. An antiseptic" «<•- 
luton is washed over the surfaca 
of the clean skin now and allowed 
to dry. Then a layer or cold cream 
that is fluffy and soothing is ap- 
plied. 


The co'.d cream remains until 


the stinging1 sensation that mav 
ensue is entirely gone, wiped'ofJ 
with absorbent cotton and a th\a 
layer ot the antiseptic talcum 
dusted lightly over the surface as 
a finish.

The strength of the stem is thrown 
back into the^root, only to emergo 
a little later "with a stronger le".f 
than before. The theory is identical 
with the shaving process. An I 
that too might be said of any depil- 
atory that breaks the hair at tho 
surface of the skin instead of del?- 
ing deep enough to attack the very 
foundation. 


The beauty doctor who has per- 


fected this modern' method does 
not guarantee that the hair will not 
return, as nothing will do that. But 
she does guarantee that the hair 


- will appeal4 finer and finer at each 


successive growth, until at last it 
loses its strength altogether and 
no longer grows.

HEN" we look back upcr- '"•? 
days of our grandmoui«.o 
and the way they were 


forced to conduct their households 
because science bad-not yet found 
the easier methods, there te little 
wonder indeed that they had no 
lime for community work or, in fact, 
any aciivities outside their homes. 


Few of us there are who would 


change with them. And there is 
little wonder when the average ' 
housewife looks about and sees the 
work-lessening instruments and pro- 
ducts that-have been prepared since 
those days and are offered to-day 
well within 'the income. 
Outside of washing dishes, the 


most burdensome task in the house- 
hold is doing the laundry work. 
This view is undoubtedly a remnant 
of the traditional idea of having 
to wash clothes on a board. 


THE FIRST LAUNDRY WAY. 
Ever since Eve washed her 


fig-leaf on a flat stone in the Gar- 
den, women have aimed, through- 
out the centuries, to get clothes 
clean by the friction melhod. It . 
would seem as if fheii 'bepry was 
that the more one rubbed, the more 
toil would be removed from the 
clothing. 
Another fallacy that bad taken 


hold until recently was that the 
work bad to be done in a sloppy, 
steaming kitchen or laundry with 
quanlilies of boiling water, and that 
the whole process was generally 
"hard." 


Clothes should be soaked over 


night where possible. 
The tub 


should be prepared with cold -water 
and a proporlionale amount of-some 
good washing powder, thoroughly- 
mixed. Then the clothes are sepa- 
rated, reserving the colored things 
for another tub, and soaking only 
the white clothes ia the same tub.

If the color suffers, try 
to set it with a solution of salt, 
Awhile vinegar, borax, alum or sugar 
of lead, which, by the way, is a 
deadly poison. Any of these may 
be used in the proportion of one 
level tablespoonful tc a gallon of 
water. 
Bran water or starch water, in 


a very light solution, may be used 
in place of soap to wash the col- 
ored clothes. 
But if their colors 


are not too delicate,'a good pure 
soap solution made of shaving a 
cake of soap into a quart of boil- 
ing water and mixing thoroughly 
until dissolved, is excellent. The 
clothes need only then be soused 
up and down in tho tepid water to 
which the solution it* added, rinsed 
carefully and hung in a shady place 
to dry.

Lefeburo expressed in a book ho lias 
just brought out. 


IjCfebure is England's greatest au 


thority on chemical warfare. He 
served with a gas unit on tho British 
front in France, Later -he was Brit. 
ish chemical warfare laison officer. 


His statement is directly opposed 


to tho recommendations of the Amcr 
loan advisory committee at tho Wash. 
ington arms conference that the 
manufacture of poison gas bo pro- 
hibited. 
"National safety demands strong 


organic chemical industries," Lefe- 
buro says. 


CAN'T BE PROHIBITED 


"Xo convention, guarantee or dis 


armament safeguard will prevent an 
unscrupulous enemy from using poi 
son gas. 
"Especially if that enemy has dis 


covered some, new powerful agent or 
possesses a ready means of produc- 
ing chemicals at a moment's notice. 


"Our chemical industry should be 


developed so that when an cmeigency 
develops we shall have tho necessary 
facilities for supply at hand." 


Lcfebure points to gas as the logi- 


cal offensive medium of future wars. 


Gas almost had superseded artillery 


by the close of the World war, Lefc- 
buro says. In 191 German guns were 
firing 50 per cent gas and 50 per cent 
high explosives.
